A GEOLOGICAL P HASE 


It took eons of time to erode the Grand Canyon. 
But now the people who are here to look at it finc 
a fascinating spectacle. It is therefore good. 

In Santa Cruz county, Arizona, the other day, 
someone let a forest fire get away and it burned over 
15,000 acres of sturdy tree and brush growth that had 
probably cxisted there for thousands of years, pre- 
veniing the erosion of another canyon. 

Both the gorge of the Colorado and the barren 
and blackened area in the Patagonia hills will re- 
main for a long time as marks on the faec of nature.
